By Mr. McCusick—An Act to pre­ 
vent the sale of intoxicating liquors 
on election days. 
This bill proposes 
to make it a misdemeanor to sell in­ 
toxicating liquors in any place on 
election days. 
It was referred to the 
Committee on Public Morals. 
T H E NO FEN C E L A W . 
Pursuant to notice, Mr. Edgerton 
moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the Senate yesterday passed Assembly 
Bill No. 23, entitled an Act to protect 
agriculture and to prevent the tres­ 
passing of animals upon private prop­ 
erty in the county of Kern. 
After a protracted debate, the mo­ 
tion to reconsider was carried by a vote 
of 18 to lb, and the Dill was placed on 
the top of the tile for to-morrow.

Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution 
No. 22, providing for a joint commit­ 
tee to consider the memorial of the 
W oman’s Suffrage Association, was 
taken up, resolution adopted, and Fin­ 
ney and Goodale appointed as the Sen­ 
ate portion of the committee. 


SA N T A A N N A B R ID G E . 
Mr. Duffy, by leave, presented the 
report from the Committee on Roads 
and Highways, 
recommending the 
passage of Assembly Bill No. 87—An 
Act to authorize the Board of Super­ 
visors of Los Angeles to build a bridge 
across the Santa Anna river, in Los 
Angeles county, and to issue nonds for 
the payment of the same. 
Mr. Duffy moved that the rules be 
suspended and the bill taken up and 
placed on its final passage. 
The motion prevailed and the Dill 
was passed. 


G e n e r a l f i l e . 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 
10—Reciprocity Treaty w ith M exico- 
introduced by Mr. Roach. 
Mr. Roach advocated the passage of 
the resolution, saying th at anarchy 
and misrule seemed to he terminated 
in Mexico, and enlarging upon the 
m utual benefits that would result from 
the passage of the resolution. 
The resolution was ordered en­ 
grossed. 
Assembly Bill* No. 101—An Act to 
re-incorporate the town of Sauta Buen­ 
aventura and approving certain ordi­ 
nances and proceedings of the Town 
Trustees—introduced by Mr. Escan- 
don, was passed. 
Senate Bill No. 
112—An Act to 
amend section 58of the Code of Civil 
Procedure—introduced by Mr. Graves. 
Mr. Graves said that section 58 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure did not 
provide for holding terms of the Dis­ 
trict Court in tin- county of Ventura, 
but the Dill goes beyond the correction 
of the error and changes the time of 
holding Court in the various counties 
of the district. The bill meets the ap­ 
proval of all the members of the bar, 
and he would move that the rules be 
suspended and the Dill placed on its 
passage.

Arizona Items. 


Lovejoy A Co. and Smith A Co. are 
piping down auriferous gravel on lower 
Lynx Creek. 
Col. H. A. Bigelow, Alex. Harris, 
and others, started for Lynx Creek 
early this morning, with a wagon load 
of mining tools, provisions, etc. They 
will work the placer claims of the 
Bashford Mining Company, which 
will certainly pay well. 
We stated in last Saturday’s daily 
that rain commenced falling at about 
8 o’clock on tlie Friday evening pre­ 
vious, and it is with great pleasure we 
now state that it lias rained almost in­ 
cessantly ever since, and is still com­ 
ing down very rapidly and effectively. 
Granite Creek, which rises in the 
mountains, about eight miles south of 
Prescott, has swelled and swelled un­ 
til it is more like a navigable river 
than a creek. Yesterday its resistless 
current swept down great pine logs 
and deterred many people from at­ 
tempting to cross it, astride the strong­ 
est horses. It was, we believe, higher 
than any white person had ever before 
seen it, in January of uby year. 
All 
other creeks in this vicinity are in tlie 
same condition; the ground here is so 
wet that wells, shafts, etc., are fast 
caving in.—[Miner, 20th.

All over this portion of county we 
have high waters. 
Butte Creek be­ 
came so full that its banks would not 
hold the volume of water madly rush­ 
ing from its mountain source, and the 
consequence has been the breaking of 
the levee and the inundation of all the 
country, far and near, that could be 
affected by it. Bandy Gulch has been 
rampant, but the new bridge has this 
time withstood the shock, and is as 
firmly planted as when first put upon 
its foundation. 
People say that E. 
H allet was sailing several days over 
his ranch, hunting for the initial stake 
which establishes his starting corner. 
All along the line of the railroad the 
dashing waters were flowing in quan­ 
tities sufficient to establish a canal in 
competition with the road, upon which 
to transport the farmer’s wheat. 


The Fresno Expositor of January 
21st informs us that Monday morning, 
10th, throe Mexicans arrived in town, 
from the California ranch, bringing as 
prisoner one Ignacio Rankel, a notor­ 
iously had character, and supposed to 
be one of the gentlemen who gave a 
surprise party in Kingston recently. 
This prisoner is the same person who 
shot another Mexican some time ago, 
causing the amputation of his leg. 
The Mexicans bringing him here were 
a portion of the party who came here 
on Tuesday last, asking the protection 
of the authorities against parties who 
were hunting 
the Vasquez gang. 
They were informed at th at time by 
the county authorities that, although 
they m ight be innocent themselves, it 
was impossible for these periodical 
raids to occur without their being cog­ 
nizant of some of the parties engaged 
in them, and th at the safest way for 
them, if they wished the protection of 
the law, was to take hold and help ar­ 
rest these law-breakers. It seems they 
came to this conclusion, and, noticing 
Rankel hanging around, knowing him 
to be a very bad character, and becom­ 
ing convinced by certain circum­ 
stances that lie was one of the bandits 
concerned in tlic raid on Kingston, 
they arrested him and brought him to 
Millcrton, where he occupies commo­ 
dious apartments in the Hotel-de- 
County-jail. 


Beet Sugar. 


The New York Shipping List, in its 
annual sugar report, says : The m an­ 
ufacture of sugar from the beet-root 
makes very little progress in the At­ 
lantic Btaies, blit on the Pacific this 
interest is becoming of increasing im­ 
portance, and altogether there and 
here nearly 2,000 tons have been mar­ 
keted the past year. Of the total im­ 
port into the United States in 1873, 
New York received 50 per cent., thus 
m aintaining the advanced position 
gained by that State in 1872. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Clear Lake has risen five feet above 
low water mark, and is still rising. 
Eureka, Nevada, employs her con­ 
victed thieves and vagrants on the 
streets shoveling mild and snow. 
It took forty bosses and two working­ 
men to get a dray-liorse out of the 
mud in Sacramento, the other day. 
Six hogs, valued at $7,000, arrived in 
Sacramento on Thursday night from 
the East, en route for Fresno, Tulare 
county. 
Clement Zerez, at Nolcano, Amador, 
accidentaly shot and killed himself by 
shooting himself through the head 
with a rifle. 
The Sacramento river, on Friday 
night, reached the highest figure of 
the season — 20 feet 0 inches — after 
which it again receded. 
Owing to the overflowing of swamp 
lands around Stockton, the sheep- 
herders have their flocks removed by 
steamer to Antioch. 
The hell belonging to the Methodist 
Church at Baker City, Oregon, valued 
at $100, was stolen a few nights ago, 
and has not been recovered. 
A man named Evans in Truckee 
tried to pass off a number of copper 
for golds lugs, and succeeded in deceiv­ 
ing two persons, but was finally locked 
up. 
At Dutch Flat, Joseph W hitman, an 
old ’40 miner, was found dead in the 
snow on the 23d instant, where he had 
fallen while on his way home from 
work. The cause was probably heart 
disease. 
The fishermen of Big and Little 
rivers, Mendocino county, report the 
capture of several shad this winter, 
some of which weighed five pounds. 
This information must be very satis­ 
factory to the Fish Commissioners and 
to Seth Green of New York; and is 
proof conclusive that their efforts in 
transplanting this splendid fish to the 
waters of the Pacific will provea grand 
success. 
On the 5th of December lust, J. S. 
Cooley, of Capay Valley, was acci­ 
dentally shot, in' a m anner that was 
at the time thought to be fatal. It 
has been ascertained that thirty-nine 
shot entered the body, nine of them 
passing into the right lung. The pa­ 
tient has continued to improve, how­ 
ever, since the accident, and Is now 
considered well—fully recovered.

Our M in e ra l Resources. 
The mountains surrounding Los An­ 
geles are undoubtedly the storehouse 
of more mineral wealth than lias ever 
been developed in a like area of the 
earth’s surface. The oil of the Ban 
Fernando will unquestionably before 
long take rank as one of the richest 
products of the Pacific Coast. It only 
waits the developing hand of capital 
to spring into a magnitude, not excell­ 
ed even by the oil regions of Pennsyl­ 
vania. China and Japan are just be­ 
ginning to call on us for oil. This de­ 
mand will Insure a market for all that 
we can produce. 
The Cerro (tordo mining region is 
already developed to an extent that 
makes it necessary that additional 
means of communication shall be im­ 
mediately provided. The Pannamint 
discoveries, wonderful as they already 
prove to be, are only the opening of 
the threshold. The best mineral de­ 
posits that are known to exist will 
soon pour forth a tide of wealth that 
will eclipse any mining region in the 
State. 
The Holcombe Valley mines are de­ 
veloping day by day a wonderful rich­ 
ness, and if the half that is told be 
t rue, the wonders of the Comstock lode 
will be repeated. 
Another grand discovery, this time 
of cinnabar, on the line between Ban 
Diego and San Bernardino counties, 
has been reported, and its richness 
seem s to be authentically established. 
There is wealth enough lyiug buried 
in these various localities, and only 
waiting the hand of capital and labor, 
to support a city greater than this con­ 
tinent has ever seen. It may take 
years to develop them and bring their 
wonderful riches to light, but in the 
meantime we should be preparing to 
reap the benefit of these vast deposits. 
Bome great city must be the entrepot 
of the streams of wealth that 
will soon begin to flow into the com­ 
mercial world, and if the business men 
of Los Angeles are wise, they will 
prepare the way for this city to occupy 
that position. No mere natural ad­ 
vantages of position will ever give 
any locality the control of the trade 
that the future is bound to develop. 
We must provide means of communi­ 
cation with all these rich districts. 
We must also have adequate commu­ 
nication with the sea, and this com­ 
munication must not be under the 
control of an organization the inter­ 
ests of which are in a contrary direc­ 
tion to our own. 
We are already doing something in 
the oil regions. Our attention has 
been recently' directed toward the 
mining regions, and a good feeling 
lias been established. Let us keep up 
the march of improvement, and our 
future prosperity is assured. 


Ram ie and Jute. 
The Commissioner of Agriculture 
lias issued a pamphlet, prepared by 
Emile Lefranc of New Orleans, giving 
valuable information about the cul­ 
ture of these plants. As the question 
of providing sacks for our immense 
wheat crop, and bagging for baling 
our wool, is an important one, we give 
such portions of the pamphlet as seem 
to be of the greatest interest. In re­ 
gard to the cultivation of jute, which 
just now occupies the attention of 
California farmers, it says: 
“To obtain good fiber crops tiie land 
must bo elevated, rich, moist and well 
drained, as in India; to raise seed, low­ 
lands may be used, provided that fa­ 
vorable weather allows sowing and 
enables the growing plants to keep 
above the points of overflow. How­ 
ever, when the growth is fully started, 
water is not to be feared so long as the 
tips remain above the surface of sub­ 
mersion. 
“In the first place jute is sown broad­ 
cast, in the second, it drills five feet 
apart. That interval is to facilitate 
tiie branching, and at the same time 
i he destruction, by plowing, of the 
ta ll weeds which generally occupy low­ 
lands. In both methods the soil must 
he prepared as for ramie, plowed as 
deep as possible in January and Feb­ 
ruary, then left exposed to the atmos­ 
pheric influences until the planting 
period. That period commences with 
April and terminates with June, in 
monthly succession. To prepare for 
sowing a second plowing is reqiured, 
and as lino a harrowing as can be ef­ 
fected. The ‘circular pulverizer,’ ap­ 
plied before the harrow’, shortens the 
labor. Then the sowing for fiber crop 
is performed broadcast with a Calhoun 
sower. With that instrument, cost­ 
ing eight or ten dollars, a man can 
sow ten acres of jute per day. The 
quantity of seed required for each acre 
is from twelve to fifteen pounds. That 
is amply sufficient, and, if the Hin­ 
doos put more in their land, there 
must be some accountable reason for 
that excess. Either the condition of 
t heir seed or of their land is inferior to 
that of America, or they are singular­ 
ly prone to go to waste. We have re­ 
peatedly observed that when the 
growth is thicker than what is allowed 
by the aforesaid quantity of seed, some 
natural destructive agont enters into 
the stand and thins the space to the 
limit demanded by the plant. This 
fact was verified in several s pots of 
jute-plantatiou in Louslann. There­ 
fore no advantage at all can be derived 
from prodigality in sowing. The equal 
distribution obtained by the mechan­ 
ical sower may account also for the 
economical difference existing be­ 
tween us and the Hindoo planters, 
who, having 110 machinery whntever, 
do all their work by hand. 
“The ground being well filled and 
the seed properly sown, 011 wet days if 


possible, the jute is left alone like 
wheat. No other care than that ot 
drainage is necessary until maturity. 
“The cost of that first operation can­ 
not exceed $4 per acre, if the material 
is adequate and the management judi­ 
cious. That expense, of course, does 
not include the value of the seed, be­ 
cause after tlié first outlay planters 
will provide themselves with it from 
the low lands, or from the weak spots 
on the plantation. In the bottoms, 
when we plant in drills for seed, a sub­ 
sequent plowing or two will be neces­ 
sary in the intervals to neutralize 
the encroachments of grass. In Louis­ 
iana that labor is a necessity princi­ 
pally for the purpose of combatting 
the tall weed called “wild indigo,” 
which occupies the low grounds. Tliht 
tall weed, which is so fibrous, is the 
only weed that keeps pace in growth 
with jute; all other plants are distanc­ 
ed and smothered by the shade of till* 
corchorus.” 
“In the field planted broadcast no 
parasite can resist the vigorous and 
absorbing influence of jute. Even tin* 
hardy and noxious gramincal plant, 
commonly called “coco” in Loiusana, 
is destroyed after two seasons of broad­ 
cast cultivation. 
Another peculiar 
advantage of jute planting is the an­ 
tagonistic influence it exerts over in­ 
sects, especially the lepidoptera tribe, 
which generates the caterpillar, it 
having been stated in some reports ot 
the Department of Agriculture that 
cotton fields surrounded by jute plan­ 
tations were respected by the devour­ 
ing worms, the director of the liamie 
Planting Association made special ex­ 
periments to test the reported fact. 
Three different fields planted with va­ 
rious sorts of cotton, were belted by 
jute. None of them were visited by 
the caterpillar, while the cotton of 
adjacent plantations was partly des­ 
troyed by the insect. That protection 
is attributed to the above mentioned 
influence hostile to insects.”

Facts About Arizona. 


The New Cas Works 
There will be a meeting at Temple's 
Bank this evening to form the Com­ 
pany for the erection of the proposed 
new Gas Works. We think this 
movement is important, not only in 
view of the important reduction in the 
cost of gas that is likely to follow, but 
for the reason that the operations of 
tiie new company arc likely to have a 
favorable effect upon the development 
of our oil interests. It is the intention 
of the projectors of this enterprise to 
employ the petroleum of the Ban 
Fernando wells in the manufacture of 
gns, and this can hardly fail to result 
iu attracting much attention to 
these deposits. Attention is all they 
need, and once let the eyes of tiie 
world he opened to their immense 
wealth, and they will soon become 
the center of attraction. 
The Postal Savings Bank scheme 
seems to meet with 110 favor in Con­ 
gress. The Committee will report un­ 
favorably, and with tiie growing dis­ 
position to check the innovations of 
budding statesmen of the paternal 
school it is not likely that any such 
project will go through. 


Another Batch of New Laws. 
The following bills, having been 
signed by the Governor, have become 
laws: 
39. An Act repealing Sections 3399, 
3400,3401, 3402, 3403 and 3404 of the 
Political Code, and requiring the State 
Land Agent at Washington to return 
to the Surveyor-General all maps, 
documents and papers now in his pos­ 
session, or under his control, touching 
the lands of the State. 
40. An Act providing for the ap­ 
pointment of the following addi­ 
tional Notaries public: Tn Santa Clara 
county, eight; of whom one is to re­ 
side at Mayfield, one at San Felipe, 
one at Milpitas, one at Saratoga, one 
at Gilroy, and one at Mountain View; 
in Napa county, one, to reside at 
Yountville; in Santa Barbara and San 
Luis Obispo counties, three each; in 
Sonoma county, two, of whom one is 
to reside at Pine Flat. 
41. An Act fixing the terms of t he 
County Court in Tulara for the first 
Monday of March, June, September 
and December. 
42. An Act amendatory of an Act 
making an appropriation i'or the sup­ 
pression of the Vasquez bandits. Pro? 
vides that the Governor may expend 
$5,000 in paying the expenses of pur­ 
suit, and $10,000 in paying rewards. 
43. An Act to authorize the Super­ 
visors of San Francisco to transfer 
from the General Fund of the City 
Treasury certain amounts to special 
funds aiid to pay out of the same fund 
accrued interest on the public debt. 
11. Joint resolutions favoring the 
abolition of the tax on burlaps, etc. 
45. A11 Act to repeal the special 
road laws of Santa Barbara and San 
Luis Obispo counties. 


Purification of Water. 


The Territory of Arizona was organ­ 
ized February 24, 1803. 
It contains about 70,000,000 acres. 
It is what may be termed a moun­ 
tainous region, although there are 
immense valleys on many streams; 
also between its hills and mountains. 
The principal ranges of mountains 
are the San Francisco, Bill Williams, 
Mongollon, Sierra Blanca, Sierra 
Prieta, Pinal, Apaelie, Cordilleras de 
Gila, Natanes, Cniricahua, Dragoons, 
Santa Rita, Graham, Aztee, Wallapai, 
Antelope, Cerbnt and Haequehilln. 
The principal peaks are, the San 
Francisco, about 14,000 feet above the 
level of the sea; the Sierra Blanca, 
about 12,000feet; Bill Williams,about 
11.000 feet; and Mount Union, about 
10.000 feet. The highest mountains 
are in Northern Arizona. 
The mountain ranges and their foot­ 
hills are covered with pine, oak, cedar, 
juniper, poplar and other timber; and 
’wefeel safe in asserting that one-third 
of the Territory is timber land. As 
most of this timber is large and of fair 
quality, it will, in time, prove a vast 
source of wealth. 
The principal rivers are the Colora­ 
do, which is navigable for hundreds of 
miles; the Gila, Salt, Verde, Bonita, 
Prieta, San Pedro, Beaver, Santa 
Cruz, White, Sipicue, Bill Williams, 
and little Colorado, Creeks and 
springs are numerous, and water is 
found everywhere by digging. 
The principal towns are, Yuma, 
Ehrenbergand Hardyville, 011 the Col­ 
orado; 
Wickenburg, Hassayampa 
creek; Prescott, 
011 Granite creek; 
Phoenix, on Salt River; Florence, 
Pima Villages; Maricopa Wells, and 
Adamsville, on the Gila; Tuacon, 011 
the Santa Cruz; Cerlmt, Mineral Park 
and Chloride, in Wallapai mining disi 
trict. 
I 
The Military posts are, Whipple, 
near Prescott; Verde, 011 Upper \ mile 
River; McDowell, near junction of 
Vcnlc with Salt River, a short distance 
above Phoenix; Camp Apache, 011 
White River, in White mountains; 
Bowie, (Apache Pass) in Chiricakua 
range; Lowell, near Tucson; Grant, 011 
San Carlos; Mohave, 011 the Colorado; 
Beale Springs, in the Wallapai coun­ 
try. These posts receive supplies from 
Yuma Depot. 
Counties—Yavapai, which lias a 
greater number of white inhabitants, 
a larger area, more mountain ranges, 
streams, timber and mineral deposits 
than any other county in the Terri­ 
tory.Pima—which lias the largest town 
iu the Territory, Tucson, and the larg­ 
est population, two-thirds of whom 
are Mexicans and semi-civilized In­ 
dians. 
Maricopa county lies between Pima 
and Yavapai, and is noted for its agri­ 
cultural productions, which far exceed 
thoso of any other county in the Ter­ 
ritory. 
Yuma county contains much choice 
farming and grazing lands. Her chief 
towns—Yuma and Ehrenberg—have 
extensive trade with the people of the 
interior. 
Mohave county is now gaining rap­ 
idly 011 her sisters, in wealth and pop­ 
ulation. She has mines, grazing and 
farming lands that are among the best 
on tbe continent. 
The territory formerly known as 
Pah-Ute county, lias been handed over 
to the State of Nevada. 
As a correct census of “whites” and 
Indians lias never been taken, we will 
tako the responsibility of placing the 
number of whites at about 10,000, and 
the numboi of Indians at about 20,000, 
which gives the Territory a population 
of about 30,000. This estimate includes 
Mexicans and tame Indians.—[Ari­ 
zona Miner. 


Mr. Cookes, 1111 English chemist, 
recently prepared a “memorandum” 
on tIre purification of water for the 
benefit of the army at Ashontee. His 
remarks are of a general character, 
and merit attention in all places where 
the water is more or less impure. He 
says : 
Under the name of A BC compound, 
a mixture of sulphate of alumina, clay 
and charcoal lías been successfully 
used by the Native Guano Company 
for the purification of sewage. At their 
works I have repeatedly seen the sew­ 
age at such places at London, Paris, 
Hastings and Leeds converted in the 
course of an hour from an offensive- 
looking, vile-smelling liquid into wa­ 
ter, bright, clear, inodorous and taste­ 
less, non-putrescible and so free from 
injurious matter as to allow delicate 
fish to live and thrive in it. 
With a little necessary modification 
I consider that a mixture capable of 
acting thus 011 town sewage is the 
most suitable for the purification of 
water for drinking purposes 0 11 tiie 
Gold coast. I would suggest that the 
charcoal be omitted, and its place be 
supplied by a permanganate. The or­ 
dinary potash salt will do, but, if pro­ 
curable in time, T have reason for 
believing that permanganate of lime 
would answer the purpose better. 1 
have prepared a mixture of one part 
of permanganate of lime, len parts 
sulphate of alumina, thirty parts fine 
clay, and find that when 1 add this to 
London sewage in the proportion of 
twenty to 10,900, tlio purification is 
very satisfactory, and the settlement 
rapid. With foul ditch-water a less 
quantity will do. 
The mixture can he filtered, in­ 
stantly yielding a bright filtrate, or it 
can be allowed to settle for a quarter 
of an hour, when flu* supernatant wa­ 
ter can be poured off equally bright. 
1 am not prepared to say what the

Fjcaiir • 
cisco, stating that lie had Interviewed 
Goodall, Nelson & Perkins, in relation 
to their Steamship Line to Southern 
purls. 
He reports a disposition on the 
part of this firm to m aintain their line. 
They say they are not to be bcught off, 
and hope to receive a patronage from 
the public, that will enable them to 
give us a stable liuo. 
A communication was received from 
E. E. Hewitt, Esq., Superintendent of 
the Los Angeles and Han Pedro Rail­ 
road, in reply to a communication of 
the Board in reference to the abolition 
of lighterage, when steamers can come 
alongside of the wharf. 
Mr. Hewitt says that lie will submit 
the m atter to the principal officers of 
the company, and thinks a favorable 
reply may lie expected. 
Judge W idney proposed th at the 
Board should endeavor to make ar­ 
rangements with the steamship com­ 
panies for permanent rates for freight 
and passage to and from Han Fran­ 
cisco.

Objects of the Association. 
The object of the Association is to secure pe­ 
cuniary aid of 82,(HKl to the families or depend­ 
ants of deceased mem bers. This we accom ­ 
plish in the most perfect and substantial m an­ 
ner, as lias been substantiated within the last 
few years by kindred societies; and th a t, too, 
with an expense so light that it has proved 
not to bo a burden upon its mem bers, which 
not only increases its popularity, hut brings it 
w ithin reach of those most needing its protec­ 
tion and aid. 
Any person, m ale or female, may become a 
m em ber of this association it in good health 
anil over eighteen anil under fifty years of age. 
On proof of the death of a m em ber of the 
Association, his fam ily or the person lie lias 
appointed, receives im m ediately from the As­ 
sociation 82,0(8), or one dollar for each m em ­ 
ber 111 good standing, ii the m em bership is not 
lull.

All mem bers will be allowed the sam e inter­ 
est on money standing to their credit that tin* 
funds of the Association draw, and they cm 1 
deposit such am ounts ns they may deslíe on 
advance paym ents or as an endow m ent limit 
for future yearn w ithout risk or forfeiture, 
w hether one or more deposit. 
The Association is designed to save money, 
not to spend It. None will feel poorer for be­ 
longing to it, while m any will bless the day 
that tlieir father, m other, husband, or brother 
joined it.
